Voters to Decide Important Questions at 


the November Election -State 


to Take Census. 


Three ami nciment to the constitution 


w i l l be submitted to the voters of the 
,-iiite .ii i hi November election, one 
to 


do away w i i h ihe decennial census and 
providing tnat Mie apportionment of 
legislative districts shall be made upon 
e 


t:cHle i - I the basis of the enumeration by the 


national government; one providing 
that compensation of memuers of the 
legislature shall b.- ?1,000 instead of 
$-,00: and a third which authorizes the 


to appropriate moneys for the 


purpose of acquiring, preserving and 
developing the water power and forests 
of the state. 
. . 
The constitutional provision for the 


enumeration of 
population 
requires 


that it be made every ten years, and 
the ten year period falls just five years 
after the decennial census by the na- 
tional government. 
, . 


The original constitutional provision 


for the compensation oi members of 
the legislature was that each should 
receive $1.50 per day and ten cents per 
mile going and coining by the most 
usual route. In 1867 the constitution 
was amended providing that the pay 
should be $350 per year, with the ten 
cents per mile. In 1881 the pay was 
again increased to $500 per year. 


The third proposal to be submitted 


is to amend section 10 of article VIII 
of the constitution. This provision is 
in effect, that the state shall contract 
no debt for works of internal improve- 
ment or to be a party to the carrying 
on of such work. etc. 


The legislature of 1908 adopted a 


resolution providing for an amendment 
to allow appropriations for the purpose 
of acquiring, preserving and develop- 
ing the waterpower and the forests of 
the state. 
This last proposal was not passed 


upon by the last legislature, it being 
left over to the special session which, 
it was supposed, would be called some- 
time during 1910. 
No special session 


has been called, but Attorney General 
Gilbert has held that the question 
should be submitted as originally con- 
templated. 


If no special session of the present 


legislature is called then, no matter 
what the vote is upon the question, the 
amendment fails. If there should be a 
special session after the amendment^ is 
approved, then it would be a question 
for the courts to say whether the 
adoption by the people should stand.

CAREER OF ONE KENTUCKIAN 


Prom the forests and the mountains of Ken- 


tucky to the position of secretary of state at 
Frankfort; from the state capitol to a grated cell; 
from the grated cell to the very shadow of the 
gallows; from the shadow of the gallows again to 
the grated cell; from the grated cell back to the 
forests and the mountains of Kentucky; from the 
forests and mountains to the halls of congress at 
Washington. This In brief is the history of Caleb 
Powers. He has been chosen as the Republican 
candidate for congress from his district, which 
is strongly Republican. 


Seldom does a human life contain so much of 


struggle for advancement 
from humble begin- 


nings, so much of tragedy and of pathos and so 
remarkable a rehabilitation In public honor. Ca- 
leb Powers will be a remarkable figure In Wash- 


ington, because of the fact that for eight long years he was Immured In a 
prison cell fighting to escape life Imprisonment or execution for a crime of 
which half the people of Kentucky believe him guilty and the other half 
believe him absolutely Innocent. 


The mind.-, of newspaper readers will instantly go back to that tragic day 


in January, 1900, when William Goebel was ruthlessly shot down from ambush 
as he \\as walking toward the state capitol at Frankfort. Goebel and W. S. 
Taylor, the former a Democrat and the latter a Republican, had been oppos- 
ing candidates for governor and each claimed election. Taylor was given 
the certificate of election and in possession of the capitol and Caleb Powers 
was his secretary- of state. As Goebel, whom the legislature on contest had 
declared to be elected, walked across the grounds leading to the capitol he 
•was shot from the window of the office of the secretary of state. The murder 
created a national sensation and for many years the state of Kentucky was 
split into two bitter factions. 


Following the tragedy there came a succession of trials in the course of 


which several men were found guilty of complicity in the murder and at least 
one—Henry E. Youtsey—is now sen ing a life sentence. 


Caleb Powers was tried for murder and was sentenced to imprisonment 


for life 
He appealed, and a second trial resulted in another conviction and 


a second sentence to life imprisonment. A third trial followed, and this 
tine he was sentenced to be hanaged. On the fourth trial the jury disagreed, 
the majority being for acquittal. 


Meantime eight years had rolled around and Powers was still In a prison 


<v31 at Georgetown. A petition containing the names of hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons both in Kentuck> and elsewhere was presented to the gover- 
nor and in 1908 Governor Willsor. granted Powers a full pardon.

shrieks of the switch engines on the railroad 
rracks that line the river front and with the 
clamor of boat whistles. 
Along the East river 


are located two-thirds of the hospitals of the city 
and this thoughtful woman realized what extra 
suffering the sick must endure because of the 
nerve-racking clamor 
She began to gather evi- 


dence to prove her point and with the aid of Co- 


lumbia university students, who followed the boats and kept count, learned 
that there were about 5,000 unnecessary but deafening shrieks each night 
in the harbor. The harbor men were pleased to take umbrage at her inter- 
ference and proceeded to make life miserable for her till she secured law on 
her side. During the night boats passing her home serenaded her with the 
most horrible whistles and focused their flashlights upon the house. 


Nothing daunted, the plucky woman secured an order from the secre- 


tary of conunerce and labor forbidding unnecessary whistling on the river 
The harbor men persisting in their defiance, she had one man arrested, then 
another, until finally the racket was quieted. This was only the beginning. 
however. Mrs. Rice had gained the sympathy of all peace-loving citizens and 
the Society for the Suppression of Unnecessary Noise was organized. City 
officials were Interested and the fight continued against all superfluous racket.

In for a share of attention
